He will compare the effi- 
ciency and economical aspects of all 
common methods of applying metal 
to plastics, many of which are 
either unsatisfactory or have limited 
applications. High cost, poor ad- 
hesion, poor mechanical properties 
and other reasons often preclude use 
of metal coatings. The techniques 
treated will include coating of metal 


by spraying, vacuum deposition and 
the use of conductive organic and 
inorganic coatings and reduced 
metals.
